OR several weeks the Churches of God 
in the Island of Haiti have been closed 
by a decree from the president of that 
Negro republic. Fifteen thousand ardent 
followers of Christ, who have been saved 
from hoodooism and devil worship,’ are 
now barred from gathering in their lo- 
cal meeting places of worship; even to 
street meetings and cottage prayer mect- 
ings are banned, and those who dare to 
violate the decree are arrested and thrown 
into prison. 


The Churches of God all over our Na- 
tion have been in constant prayer for 
these people. Multiplied thousands of 
people in the United States have been 
greatly disturbed over this violation of 
the freedom of worship as is said to be 
guaranteed by the Constitution of Haiti. 
A petition to the Secretary of State, Cor- 
dell Hull, to use his influence and the in- 
fluence of our country in this great time 
of need, has been circulated throughout 
the country, and 36,000 have affixed 
their signatures to the petition. Among 
these are approximately 2,000 city, coun- 
ty, state, and national officials. Govern- 
ors, Senators, and Congressmen have 
signed the petition which asks relief from 
this decree. The petition reads as fol- 
lows: 


Cleveland, Tennessee 
September 9, 1941 


To the Honorable Cordell Hull 

Secretary of State 

Washington, D. C. 
Dear Sir: 

The Church of God, the interna- 
tional headquarters of which are at 
Cleveland, Tennessee, but the mem- 
bership of which extends into ev- 
ery state in the Union and into 
many foreign countries, is very 
much aggrieved at a recent decree 
of the Government of Haiti order- 
ing all of its churches closed and 
denying to its members their right 
to worship God. This was done 
without any trial, charges, or hear- 
ing; and we are told that some of 
the members have now been thrown 
into prison to suffer for their religi- 
ious convictions. 

he undersigned members and 
friends of the Church of God feel 
very sure that the members of our 
Church have not done anything that 
could justify this extreme measure; 
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and they regard it as an improper, 
unauthorized, and dangerous inter- 
ference with religious liberty. This 
is particularly true when it is con- 
sidered that the Constitution of 
Haiti guarantees religious freedom. 

Our Church has been wonderful- 
ly successful in Haiti. Many thou- 
sands of members have united with 
us and great progress has been made 
in the saving of souls. Many thou- 
sands of American citizens, here and 
many in Haiti, are vitally interested 
that the progress of our Church and 
the enjoyment of Christian liberty 
by our members shall not be inter- 
fered with. 

We therefore most earnestly and 
respectfully appeal to you to use 
your tremendous influence and _ the 
influence of our Government to 
right this serious wrong.

The General Overseer, J. H. Walker, 
has gone to Washington with this peti- 
tion with 36,000 signers, to confer with 
Secretary of State, the Honorable Cordell 
Hull. Arrangements for an _ interview 
with Mr. Hull were made by Congress- 
man Joe Bryson, of South Carolina, and 
Congressman Estes Kefauver, of Tennes- 
see. The conference took place on Wed- 

nesday October 22, at 11:30. 


President Lescot was in a conference 
with our missionary, Rev. John P. Kluzit, 
in an interview arranged by the Ameri- 
can legation, right after the Assembly, 
but without any representation other 
than that which he himself was able to 
give. Brother Kluzit failed to make an 
impression on the president. President 
Lescot served for twelve years as an am- 
bassador in this country from the Island 
of Haiti and it was upon his return there 
that he was elected as president. He is 
well acquainted with the Government of 
our country, as well as with our laws and 
customs. It is hoped that these, together 
with such influence as our national of- 
ficials may have with him, will cause him 
to rescind this action and give relief to 
our missionary endeavors there. 


The Island of Haiti is a very needy 
field. Not only is it a ripe field for the 
real gospel of the Son of God, but pre- 
sents an open door for much social and 
financial help. The Church of God has 
been very liberal in the appropriation of 
funds for carrying on the work in Haiti. 
A Bible school where natives can be 
taught the Word of God and given 
Christian workers’ courses, has been 
maintained for several years. It has been 
through the cooperation of these native 
ministers who have been trained in soul- 
saving that the Church of God has had 
such a great expansion in the Island of 
Haiti, and the influence of this great re- 
ligious outbreak has gone into the Do- 
minican Republic. As one of their con- 
suls once said, ““We have heard of the 
work of the Rev. and Madam Kluzit in 
Haiti and we hope that this good work 
spreads until it covers the Republic of 
Santo Domingo also.” 


The Church of God also maintains an 
orphanage in the Island of Haiti, where 
motherless and fatherless boys and girls 
are taken to be fed, clothed, and trained 
in the way of Christian truth. Many of 
these were picked up from the streets, 
having no place to go and nothing to 
eat. 


God’s blessings have been constantly 
upon the work of the Kluzits as they 
have labored untiringly and unceasingly 
to carry on for God. Though it might 
seem as a toil and hardship to many, to 
them it has been a source of satisfaction 
and joy. They could scarcely be satisfied 
on their vacation when they attended the 
Assembly, because of the great burden 
of the work of Haiti which lay upon 
them. We are sure that the prayer of the 
entire Church of God is now for them 
and that the visit of our General Over- 
seer with our Secretary of State will 
bring about some kind of help and relief 
that will cause the greatest joy that they 
and their work have ever known. 


P. S. The General Overseer has just 
returned from Washington and reports 
a very pleasant interview of more than 
thirty minutes with Secretary Hull. 
With him in the interview were Con- 
gressman Joseph Bryson, of South Caro- 
lina, Congressman Estes Kefauver, of 
Tennessee, and the Honorable Charles

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HERE seem to be many people in 

this old world who adhere to the 
doctrine that “the end justifies the 
means.” From this doctrine comes so-called mercy murders, 
religious propaganda concocted to put Over a cause even 
though the perpetrators know it to be ab- 
solutely false, and religious showmanship 
to merely work up the emotions of senti- 
mental and radical-minded folk. 

The international convention of a cer- 
tain religious organization has just closed 
out in the city of Cleveland. Prior to the 
opening of this convention a publicity 
campaign was started in which large head- 
lines of the newspapers carried predictions 
of 100,000 delegates to attend. Statements 
have been made that earlier conventions 
have had up to 150,000 delegates. This 
organization leaves no record of their 
membership or number of churches avail- 
able to the public, even keeping them out 
of their minutes. The only record available 
is found in the Yearbook of Churches, 
which in the last volume gave the number 
of members of this organization as 22,000, 
in round numbers. The city of Cleveland has approximately 
2,300 homes. The public should ask themselves the question, 
“How can an institution of 22,000 members send 100,000 dele- 
gates to a convention, and house them in 2,300 homes?” This 
organization, through the newspapers, claims to be the begin- 
ning of the Church of God in Christ, with 6,000 congregations; 
the Assemblies of God, with 4,000 congregations; the Church 
of God with 1,600 churches. They also claim, in the same 
newspaper, a membership of 50,000 in Sweden. They take credit 
for the new Church of God Boys’ Home and for all the 
Church’s growth and achievement in education, and flagrantly 
display it on the front page of the newspaper. All of this is done 
by the leadership of the Tomlinson Church of God. 

A few years ago a pastor of this church in Cleveland, upon 
looking over the White Wing Messenger, found many flagrant 
distortions of facts which had come under his personal obser- 
vation. He took the matter up with his general overseer and 
asked the question, “How in the world can we publish things 
that we know are untrue?” His general looked at him with a 
silly smile, then laughed out loud, and stated, “For Christ’s 
sake.” But can there be such a thing as justification in lying 
for Christ’s sake? Even though it were to put over a right doc-

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A Personal Investigation 
ot Blasphemy

T the risk of bodily harm, Rev. Earl 

P. Paulk and I drove down Eighth 
Avenue to 155th Street in New York 
City a few weeks ago to get first- 
hand information concerning a most 
grievous form of modern blasphemy. We 
had been warned by New York police 
and civilians that it was dangerous for 
white persons to be in Harlem after 
night. Harlem is the great Negro settle- 
ment of New York and is a large city 
within its own boundaries. There is a 
general feeling among its residents that 
white people have no particular business 
beyond 110th Street after dark, so we 
were informed that numerous whites 
had been flogged, robbed, stabbed, and 
some murdered. Such information was 
not encouraging to men who were tour- 
ing New York’s avenues with uncer- 
tainty of direction. Our dilemma was 
acute. The purpose of our trip was to 
get on the inside of what is commonly 
called Father Divine’s heaven. The self- 
styled diminutive Negro god was out of 
New York during the day of our ar- 
rival and would not be in his Rockland 
Palace Heaven until late that night. He 
would, we were assured, be on hand for 
a great banquet that was staked there 
each week. After much debating about 
the advisability of risking a Harlem 
heaven at night, we finally decided to 
go early enough to park our car on a 
well-lighted street near the Rockland 
Palace, and go in before the sun retired, 
leaving to Providence the time of de- 
parture at the close of our investigation. 


Successful in our plans, we found our- 
selves approaching the spacious build- 
ing where we were to sce the personality 
who has attracted so many thousands of 
people, and who has, in the last decade, 
built up an organization that demands 
respect, politically, economically, and re- 
ligiously. The meeting had been in ses- 
sion all day, with the exception of a few 
periods for recess. There were people 
eating at the restaurant in one section of 
the building, others dancing and shout- 
ing and praising Father Divine in the 
main auditorium, and still others selling 
various wares in other sections. There 
was little order to the meeting. Those 
who wished to listen to the various 
speakers tried to get near the front, and 
those who wished to get in small groups 
to chat did so; in fact, everyone seemed 
to be at ease. No one was restrained from 
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his or her apparent inclination. 


The meetings have a touch of a po- 
litical rally because the walls are 
plastered with conspicuous signs of “No 
filibustering,” “Pass the Anti-lynching 
Bill,” etc. There is also the carnival touch 
to the gathering, on account of the va- 
riety of interests. Then, too, there is the 
religious tinge, like an old time Negro 
camp meeting where the natural urge to 
dance is encouraged. To the embarrass- 
ment of Brother Paulk, I ventured to 
ask one small group if they really 
thought Father Divine was God. They 
answered in the negative and then went 
on to say that they knew he was God. 
They said that they had gone beyond a 
mere belief in his divinity, and had come 
to a knowledge of it. Brother Paulk was 
embarrassed because of fear that my 
question might incite a riot. We had 
been told that if any one dared to insult 
the followers or angels of heaven, they 
were in mortal danger. 


As soon as it became apparent to the 
intelligentia that we were out-of-town, 
we were taken under special attention 
and invited to the platform. I must say 
that there was a feeling of physical safe- 
ty in that gesture, and it also afforded 
us opportunity to see and hear what hap- 
pened. It wasn’t long after we were 
seated among the angels and celebrities 
that one of the angels approached with 
pencil and notebook to get our names 
and professions, as well as to secure in- 
formation of our attitudes. We tried to 
appear very gracious. This interview be- 
ing over, we were then told by a white 
man sitting near, that we might be hon- 
ored to sit with Father Divine at the ban- 
quet table. Now we were on treacherous 
grounds. We couldn’t afford to offend 
by refusing, nor could we partake,  be- 
cause it was considered their commun- 
ion table, so we decided that if we were 
invited we would accept, providing we 
could be excused from eating. 


Time was wearing on toward ten 
o’clock so I became so filled on the whole 
affair that I decided to go to the side 
exit for a breath of air. On reaching the 
exit I noticed a burly policeman on duty, 
so decided to go talk with him. He told 
me that it was about time for Father 
Divine to arrive, so I went inside and 
asked Brother Paulk to come with me and 
after assuring him of police protection we 


proceeded to the outside. The kindly 
patrolman told us to stand off at the 
edge of the building to keep from be- 
ing trodden on, “For,” said he, “when 
that $17,000 special-built limousine rolls 
up here there will be a blast from the 
horn on the vehicle and people will pour 
out of all doors here to welcome the 
father.” We moved back and in a few 
minutes we saw this luxurious car, re- 
splendent with throne and _ accessories, 
turn the corner and by the time it 
stopped at the curb some twenty feet 
away, there was a blast of its horn and 
people literally swarmed out of the 
building, yelling a welcome to their 
god. First, about a dozen girls came out 
of the limousine, six Negro and six white. 
They appeared to be in their late teens. 
They were richly dressed. Then came 
Father Divine. He waved his hand in re- 
sponse to their cheers and hastened on 
inside. 

After this appearance of their god, the 
meeting took on a new interest. We re- 
turned to the platform and were soon in- 
vited by the dapper white lawyer man- 
ager to sit at the banquet. We expressed 
delight but also added that we were in- 
disposed to eat. He in turn requested 
that we sit at the banquet nevertheless. 
This we did. It was just a few minutes 
after the three long immaculate and dec- 
orative tables, each about one hundred 
and fifty feet in length, were filled that 
Father Divine entered from a side ante- 
room. All stood and he strode to his place 
at the table, took a gold-plated bell and 
rang it several times, then sat down at 
his chair which was about fifteen feet 
from my place. When all were seated 
again, the courses of the meal began. It 
would be impossible for me to describe 
the abundance of food served. About 
one hundred and fifty courses of food, 
everything from roast turkey to tooth- 
picks. The service of the banquet was 
the finest possible. We let all the delica- 
cies pass by. The scores of people in 
the main auditorium were separated from 
the banquet room by a sort of colonnade 
but they continued their worship of 
Father Divine. He was very reserved and 
showed little signs of reaction to their 
worship. They had special chorus singers, 
who sang at intervals when the worship- 
ers seemed to tire in their extremely fer- 
vent enthusiastic worship. Then there 
were testimonials of praise to the divine

Of course, we 
can just touch the borders of this subject 
at this time, as it is exhaustible. 


John 4:23 reads: “But the hour com- 
eth, and now is, when the true worshipers 
shall worship the Father in spirit and in 
truth: for the Father seeketh such to 
worship him.” This infers that there has 
been, and is, a form of worship that God 
disapproves. For many, many years Israel 
had been engulfed in formality, tradition 
and ceremonialism. Read Matt. 15:1-9. 
God’s disapproval and condemnation is 
upon this type of worship, so Christ intro- 
duces the fact that WE MUST WOR- 
SHIP GOD IN SPIRIT AND IN 
TRUTH. John 4:24. 

What is spiritual worship? I believe we 
can more fully understand what spiritual 
worship is if we consider what it is not. 
IT IS NOT FORMALISM, and we are 
admonished to turn away from such. 2 
Tim. 3:5, “Having a form of godliness, 
but denying the power thereof: from 
such turn away.” The cry of my soul 
is that God will keep us delivered from 
this which has caused the blessings of 
God to be withdrawn from many. IT IS 
NOT MERE VERBAL EXPRESSIONS, 
BUT ACTION. It has often been said 
that what you do speaks much louder 
than what you say. Our worship should 
not be confined only to a church build- 
ing, but we should perform acts that will 
reverence and honor God wherever we 
are. Read Titus 1:16; James 1:27, 4:17 
and Luke 10:30-37. IT IS NOT SHOW- 
MANSHIP. In the sermon on the mount 
Christ denounced such worship, and 
God’s disapproval is still upon it. Just 
because you can sing, testify or pray 
better than someone else, if you do not 
have the proper attitude and if you are 
not humble, God’s approval will not be 
upon your worship. Matt. 6:1-18 and 
4323-12. 

AND IT IS NOT ALWAYS MANI- 


FESTATION. I would fear to make this 
statement if I did not have scripture to 
back it up, for I know much that WE 
have acknowledged as spiritual manifesta- 
tion has not been what we accepted it as, 
and to our sorrow we found it out at a 
later time. I do not question the sincerity 
of a lot of manifestation, but does it 
edify the individual and the church? Con- 
sider the worship of the heathen, it is 
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filled with manifestation. Manifestation 
in heathen worship is greater many times 
than what we have seen in many of our 
services, yet that does not say that it is 
worship that God approves. Manifestation 
has deluded many. Don’t misunderstand 
me; I wholeheartedly believe in spiritual 
manifestation and that it will edify the 
church and it is needed today as much as 
it has ever been needed. Read 1 Cor. 14 
and 2 Cor. 3:17 in connection with this 
statement. The Israelites gave themselves 
up to the wanton manifestations of 
heathen worship according to chapter 32 
in the book of Exodus, and without ques- 
tion God’s wrath and disapproval was up- 
on it for He desired to remove them from 
the face of the earth. It was only the 
intercession of Moses that hindered God 
from raising up another people. If mani- 
festation alone was approved worship, 
surely the fire would have fallen upon the 
altar of the prophets of Baal on mount 
Carmel. They cried aloud, danced, cut 
themselves until the blood gushed out, 
but no fire fell. 1 Kings 18:17-41. 
Therefore I say it is our attitude and 
humility before God that will produce the 
desired results, in worship.

Confession 
Golden Text, November 2 

“If we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness,” 1 
John 1:9. 

“If” implies that there are certain con- 
ditions to meet before there is a conse- 
quence. “If” is a 
very small word 
but it demands 
recognition, If you 
run after two 
hares, you will 
catch neither. If 
you cannot bite, 
don’t show your 
teeth. If you leap 
into a well, Provi- 
dence is not bound 
to lift you out. If 
they say you are 
good, ask yourself 
if it is true. If all 
would amend one, all would be amended. 
If money becomes your god, it will plague 
you like the devil. If the cap fits, wear it. 
If better were within, better would come 
out. If the heart believeth unto right- 
eousness, the mouth will make confession. 

Confession is easy after true repentance. 
Confession is made unto salvation (de- 
liverance), not to another empty confes- 
sion every few days. We have many for- 
getful hearers these days. In church they 
see themselves, get alarmed, and make 
another empty confession. As soon as 
out of sight, the confession is out of 
their mind. Now it is not my duty to 
help God punish such folk. He will do 
right about it, I know. But He surely is 
a patient God. Sin must be confessed and 
forsaken. Then there are others who, if 
they confess, it will be accidental, like 
the egotist who got up to make a big 
speech. He said, “Ladies and Gentlemen, 
my father was a raiser of hogs, and there 
was a big bunch of us.”

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Question Box 


The Editor 
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Question: Will you please explain 
whether or not the passages of scripture 
which refer to speaking in new tongues, 
speaking in other tongues, and speaking in 
an unknown tongue, all mean the same 
thing or not?—Mrs. J. C. P. 

Answer: In all of these instances the 
same thing is referred to. In Mark 16, in 
the catalog of signs that are to follow be- 
lievers, it is said, “they shall speak with 
new tongues.” Moffatt’s Translation says, 
“they will talk in foreign tongues.” 
This literally means that they shall speak 
in another language, or languages. The 
2d chapter of Acts is the fulfillment of 
the prediction made by Jesus in the 16th 
chapter of St. Mark. The King James 
Version states here, ‘‘and they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost and began 
to speak with other tongues as the Spirit 
gave them utterance.” And again, Mof- 
fatt’s Translation gives it, “they began 
to speak with other tongues as the Spirit 
enabled them to express themselves.” 

The words “unknown tongue” are 
found only in the 14th chapter of 1 Co- 
rinthians, and the word “unknown” is a 
word supplied by the translator to desig- 
nate the language there spoken was un- 
known to those present. A careful read- 
ing of the entire 14th chapter of 1 Co- 
rinthians will show that the Apostle Paul! 
is speaking of gifts, and special emphasis 
was laid on the gift of tongues being 
improperly used, where there was no in- 
terpreter. The very fact that though one 
there understood is expressed in verse 
11, “Therefore if I know not the mean- 
ing of the voice, I shall be unto him that 
speaketh a barbarian, and he that speak- 
eth shall be a barbarian unto me.” The 
16th verse, however, shows that had 
there been one present who was versed 
in foreign languages, he could have un- 
derstood those who were speaking in 
what was termed the unknown tongues. 
Verse 16, “Else when thou shalt bless 
with the spirit, how shall he that occu- 
pieth the room of the unlearned say 
Amen at thy giving of thanks, seeing 
he understandeth not what thou sayest?” 
The inference is, had he been learned suf- 
ficiently he would have understood. 
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All these passages refer to foreign 
languages being spoken by an unction of 
the Holy Spirit. 

Question: To whom should we pray, 
to Jesus and the Father, or to the Father 
in Jesus’ name, or to all three of the 
Godhead? Should we at any time pray to 
Jesus alone?—L. S.

Answer: While Jesus was on earth 
He taught His disciples to pray, and in 
the form which He gave them, Matt. 6: 
9, He said, “After this manner there- 
fore pray ye: Our Father which art in 
heaven, Hallowed be thy name. Thy 
kingdom come. Thy will be done in 
earth, as it is in heaven,” etc. By this we 
understand that it is perfectly in order 
then to address our communication to 
the Father. 

In John 16:23, as in’ many other 
places, Jesus referred to asking of the 
Father in His name, which makes it per- 
fectly in line that we pray to the Father 
in the name of His Son. But there is a 
fact disclosed in the words of Jesus to 
the woman of Samaria, which shows that 
He did not object to people asking of 
Him. St. John 4:10, “Jesus answered and 
said unto her, If thou knewest the gift 
of God, and who it is that saith to me, 
Give me to drink; thou wouldest ask of 
him, and he would have given thee liv- 
ing water.” Then again in the 10th chap- 
ter of St. John Jesus refers to Himself 
as the door to the sheepfold and as the 
shepherd of the sheep, thus He places 
Himself as a mediator between God and 
man. In this capacity we may come to 
Him and He makes intercessions to the 
Father for us. Since He is our advo- 
cate, the One who stands between, there 
can certainly be nothing wrong in our 
asking largely of Him. Invocations and 
benedictions may be given so as to ex- 
press the care of the Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghost, but the last benediction of 
the Bible, Rev. 22:21, is, “The grace of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, be with you all. 
Amen.” 

Question: Please explain the 16th 
verse of the 11th chapter of 1 Corinthi- 
ans fully.—Mrs. L. M. 


Answer: The 16th verse cannot be un- 
derstood without knowing the subject 
of the chapter. In the beginning of this 
chapter Paul is explaining to the church 
at Corinth the necessity of keeping cer- 
tain ordinances which he had delivered 
unto them. These ordinances governed 
certain customs relative to the way men 
and women should wear their hair. The 
teaching is plain and simple. In verse 4 
Paul says, “Every man praying or proph- 
esying, having his head covered dishon- 
oreth his head,” signifying that man 
should not wear long hair; but in verse 
4, that every woman that prayed or 
prophesied with her head uncovered dis- 
honored her head. This covering does not 
have reference to a prayer veil as some 
religious orders teach, for verse 15 says, 
“But if a woman have long hair, it is a 
glory to her: for her hair is given her 
for a covering.” After such instructions 
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had been given by the Apostle Paul, then 
in verse 16 he says, “But if any man seem 
to be contentious, we have no such cus- 
tom, neither the churches of God.” Wey- 
mouth’s Translation says, “But if any 
one is inclined to be ‘contentious on the 
point, we have no such custom, nor have 
the churches of God.” In other words, 
man’s contentions or ideas do not change 
the customs as they were laid down by 
the Apostle Paul.

father, readings by the manager from fol- 
lowers at distant points who had written 
about the blessings attending the follow- 
ers of the peace mission. The blasphemy 
sacrilege was very repulsive and I pled 
the efficacious blood of my Redeemer 
time and again.
